Messrs L°land and Cioper in present- 


Ing tbe matter to the Council stated that 
It was tbe intention of the present com- 
pany, if either propositions were ac- 
cepted, to tear out all tbe old machinery 
in power house and put in its place new 
machinery, and put new arc lights on

KURAL DELIVERY THOUGHTS. 


A study of the rural free .delivery sys 


tern of the congressional district core- 
posed of the counties of York and Ad- 
am* reveals some very Interesting facts. 
It Is said to be the only coogresaiona 
district in the United States that has 
been thoroughly districted and given 
rural mail service. The system has been 
largely developed in other districts but 
not to the same extent as in this district. 
In many places tbe old system of star 
routes lingers. With us that old system 
has entirely disappeared and every point 
previously covered by star routes as well 
aa all post offices and much new terri- 
tory is being reached under the present 
rural system. 


There are now one hundred and fifteen 


rou'es in ibis congressional district, 
about forty-five in Adams and seventy 
la York. The money paid out to the 
carriers aggregates about seventy thou- 
sand dolUra, about twenty-seven thou- 
sand dollars coming to Adams county 


WM M. HERSH ONE OF THE PIONEERS 


OF PITTSBURG BUSINESS LIFE 


Two V«t«ran« si ths Civil War Living in 


North.™ *ni of th» County and 


Other Respected CHIma. 


Wm. M. Herth. 


From Fittebnrg comes the news of the 


death of William M. Hersh. He wis 
born in Gettysburg in 1820 in tbe property 
on York street recently gold by Mrs. 
Neely to G. W. Weaver & Son.' He w»s 
the third of fourteen children, born to 
George and Nancy (McOiellan) Hersb. 
He died hut Thursday afternoon tt tbe 
home of hia son-in-law, Wharton Mc- 
Knigbt, Allegheny. One day week before 
while retiring and in tbe act of taking off 
a shoe be was striken with apoplexy and 
lingered about a week. When a young 
man he worked in Fahnestock'a store 
here. 


He went to Pittabnrg when Si years of 


age. 
He was then employed as a clerk, 


and later started a furnishing goods (tore. 
In 1849 he was married to Mils Cornelia 
M. Thaw, a sister of William Thaw. He 
was elected a delegate to the national con- 
vention which nominated Abraham Lin- 
coln for President of the United States 
and which was held in Chicago in June, 
I860. He then became a member of the 
firm of Clark & Thaw, which engaged in 
tbo canal transportation business, being 
known aa the Union line, afterward being 
absorbed by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
and made a railroad line. 


Alter this absorption he became Trans- 


fer Agent for Pennsylvania Railroad and 
occupied that position (or over forty years, 
until he retired a year or two ago. He 
was one of the pioneers of Pittsburg bnsi 
ness life. For a number of yean he was 
president of the Diamond National Bank, 
from which position he resigned in 18(11. 
He was one of the original organizers of 
the Pitleburg & Birmingham Street Rail- 
way Co., and was one of the influential 
directors of that concern. He was also 
an organizer of tbe Mercantile Library. 
For thirty years he was the owner of 
Meadow Valley Farm near this place. 
For the past several years he has been re- 
tired and lived with his son-in-law. His 
wife died in 1884. 
He is survived by one 


child, Mrs. Wharton McKnighl. Funeral 
look place on Sunday.

ROOSEVELT TO BE HERE NEXT IE1R 


ACCEPTS INVITATION TO MAKE PRINCIPAL 


ADDRESS ON DECORATION DAY. 


When He Became President He Fell Then 


Were Two Places Where He Would 


Like to Speak—One Gettysburg. 


As the COMPILBK exclusively announced 


several months ago, President Roosevelt 
will be here on Decoration Day next year.
